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HECKERMAN LETTER 


A Visit to the Oyster Country, East- 


ern Shore, Maryland. 


Crisfield, Md., April S, 1908. 


Crisfleld is on a peninsula awa> 


down on the eastern shore of Mary 
land. The town has about live thous 
and when all are at home, but s< 
many of those living here are eithe 
fishermen 
or oystermen that 
on< 


never sees half the inhabitants. Th< 
P. R. R. now, formerly the Eastern 
Shore R. R., built itself into this 
beautiful section in 1865 and when 
they got here they built a wharf, and 
that is where all the shipping is done 
from. 
The railroad runs out as far 


as it can, that is, to the jumping off 
place. 
Pocomoke Sound is on one 


side of the town and Tangier Sound 
on the other. 
Tangier Sound furn- 


ishes lots of oysters, which have 
reputation all over the land as being 
the finest flavored oysters. 


They have two banks here, four 


white and one colored churches. The 
streets are made of oyster shells, also 
the country roads for miles out. Many 
fine private residences are to be seen 
in the suburbs; these mostly have 
lovely lawns and as the cattle and 
pigs are not to be seen the grass is 
beautiful even now. 
I saw several 


mowing their lawns this morning. I 
met N. W. Tawes, who has lived here 
sixty-six years, and now lives within 
a few hundred yards of where he was 
born; he has raised ten children, all 
living here, all well, and Mr. T. looks 
as if he was good for another sixty 
years. 
He says that is because there 


has been local option here for thirty 
years and it has been that long since 
he has had a drink, a smoke, or a 
chew. 


The city water comes from some 


half dozen artesian wells but the 
water is not very good, it is brackish 
or slightly salty. 
Those living here 


catch rain water for drinking and 
with some ice in it it is the best of 
water. The ice plant here has a well 
twelve hundred feet deep which flows 
a strong stream all the" time; the 
water is tepid and in winter quite 
warm enough to bathe in. This plant 
has a capacity of thirty tons a day 
and they sell to the city about twen- 
ty-five tons per day; the balance is 
shipped to Pocomoke,- Snowhill and 
other nearby towns. 


I hear some one say, "Why should 


a town of five thousand use so much 
ice?" This is the greatest market for 
soft-shell crabs in the world; the sea1 
son will soon be here and the fishers 
are in high glee. 
They catch these 


crabs and put them in floats, hun- 
dreds and thousands of them in a 
single float, which are made of lath; 
here they are kept and as fast as they 
shed their shells they are taken out 
of the floats, packed, and started 
north—some going all the way to 
Denver, Col. These little fellows are 
all alive and remain so until they 
•are washed off and dumped into a 
frying pau with melted butter in 
some far away nook of our great 
country. 
The old shells are thrown 


outi the floats must be attended to 
every day once or twice as the crab, 
after he peels off, will form another 
shell in about twelve hours and 
then he is no good as a soft-sheller. 
The crab taken out of water without 
a shell will not form another. 


Carload after carload of these soft- 


shell crabs will be sent by fast freight 
each morning in a couple weeks from 
this time; today they are shipping 
hundreds of barrels ot shad and other 
fish. I saw nice fresh herring at six 
cents a dozen this morning. 
The 


oyster season is about over; many 
thousands of barrels of these Tangier 
oysters are shipped during the sea- 
son, while the oysters, caught down 
the Chesapeake Bay, shucked here, 
and sent north by the tub and barrel, 
must amount to something, judging 
trom the huge piles of oyster shells 
that one sees about. 
Most of these 


are planted, or put overboard, to 
catch the seed oysters. 
These little 


fellows are being washed hither and 
thither, but they catch hold of these 
shells and thus save themselves.

OUR COAL SUPPLY: 


President Roosevelt's recommenda- 


tions to conserve the fuel supply are, 
therefore, most timely. According to 
the data collected by the United 
States Geological Survey the supply 
of coal still in the ground is sufficient 
to furnish our fuel requirements for 
many years to come. It cannot be de- 
nied, however, that the best and most 
accessible coal areas are now being 
worked and depleted afa very rapid 
rate and future generations will he 
obliged to go to deeper lying veins or 
mine thinner seams at a material in- 
crease in expense. Mining in the true 
sense of the word is a process of de- 
pletion, and in this ' respect differs 
from manufacturing and agricultural 
industries. We may fertilize the soil 
to hear increased crops or supply raw 
material for manufacturing purposes 
from afar or even foreign countries; 
we may maintain a reasonable timber 
supply by replanting our forests, but 
we cannot replenish the coal supply 
or create new iron or gold mines af- 
ter the deposit is once exhausted. A 
careful study of the principal coa 
fields of the United States, which 
have been furnishing the major por 
tion of cheap fuel, will readilr con 
vince the investigator that before 
many years the cost of producing coa 
will increase considerably. It is ob 
vious that the operators of mines wil 
endeavor, to obtain every possible ton 
of coal from their holdings, not alon 
for the purpose of being reimburse 
for the original cost of the land, bu 
also for the cost of improvement an 
development. It is believed that b 
development on a 'larger scale thi 
can be more readily accomplished- 
than by small mines, and especially 
such as are developed without suffi- 
cient capital and are obliged to de- 
pend upon immediate profits for an 
existence. Small mines are but short 
lived and frequently are so located 
as to render large coal areas inacces- 
sible or at least makes the operation 
of adjacent territory hazardous on 
account of the accumulation of water 
and gas in abandoned workings.—

There will be two 
preliminary meets, one in April and 
one in May, to pick the best men for 
the final contest.
